L ast night while Mrs. Cundiff 
w as at the opera house Lucile took 
her departure from the house, after 
h a vin g left a note 
addressed to 
M rs. Cundiff, in which she stated 
it w as her intention to either go to 
the park and hang herself or throw 
herself beneath a Missouri Pacific 
train. 
O n the return of Mrs. Cundiff 
to her home she found the note and 
at once appri.sed parties w ho began 
searching for Lucile, 
but it was 
not until 7 
o ’clock this morning 
that an ythin g definite was learned. 
A t 
that 
hour C h ie f Kahrs re­ 
ceived a message from the J. C . 
V a n R ip e r residence that a strange 


woman, most likely 
insane, 
had 
stopped there and asked the privi­ 
lege of gettin g warm. 
C h ief Kahrs communicated with

She was followed and overtaken 
near the M ., K . & T . shop ground 
and

where Dr. Heaton and 
Mrs. Coe cared Tor her. 
A s k e d where she spent the time 
after leaving Mrs. C u n diff’s until 
she

Lucile replied that she remained 
w ith M r. and Mrs. T r ip p at A s so ­ 
ciation park. 
She did not sleep 
any, she said, as her brain was too 
tired. 
Dr. Heaton diagnosed the case 
and found the patient to be suffer­ 
ing with a high fever. 
Her reason 
was partially dethroned, he said, 
and she was in a condition that if 
not given immediate attention she 
would most likely commit suicide, 
Mrs. C o e engaged a nurse and 
the poor unfortunate was sent 
to 
the C i t y hospital, where she will 
receive the care her case demands. 
Both Dr. Heaton and Mrs. Coe say 
she is a good girl, and they believe 
that with a few days’ rest her reason 
will be restored. 
Lucile claims to know nothing of 
S. A . W entw orth , who telegraphed 
regarding her the day of her ar­ 
rival, but her mental condition was 
such today that Dr. Heaton thought 
it best not to interrogate her until 
she becomes more rational.

In Circulation. 


ARE SlOO CERTIFICATES. 


Some Passed Two Hanks and Another 
Was Cashed at the Treasury 
of the United States. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C ., Jan. 4.— 


A l l of the $i(X) silver certificates 


now in 
circulation 
in the United 


States, representing $ 2 6 ,o o o ,o o c j in 


currency, 
have 
been called in by 


Secretary of 
tlie 
Treasury Gage. 


For the 
present 
the 
issuance of 


such certificates will be stopped. 


This order is the result of tlie dis­ 


covery of one of the most danger­ 


ous counterfeits ever discovered 
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one which even deceived the offi­ 


cials 
of 
the treasury department 


here, and was not 
discovered until 


the 
attention 
of 
the 
officials at 


W ashington 
was 
called 
to 
the 


clever imitation of a $ h:k) silver cer­ 


tificate, head of President Monroe, 


by John Cramer, of the sub-treas­ 


ury at Philadelpliia. 
Mr. Cramer 
brought to the secret service officers 
the counterfeit certificates, five in 
number. 
These 
bills 
had 
been 
turned into the sub-treasury by two 
leading banks and the Philadelpliia 
custom house, which had receiveil 
them as genuine. 
O n 
examination 
of 
the 
dav's 
treasury cash, another nf the spuri­ 
ous notes was discos’ered. 
A g e n ts 
of 
tlie 
secret 
service 
everywhere have been wired a de­ 
scription of the notes, with instruc­ 
tions to be on tlie lookout fo»* poi­ 
sons arteinpt ing to pass them. 
In- 
(|uiries have also been sent to all the 
leading cities as to whether any of 
the notes liave appeared other than 
in 
Philadelphia and W ashington, 
and the best men in the service will 
be put on the case immediately. 
T h e general appearance is excel­ 
lent, and, after close examination, 
the officials of the treasury cash 
room were undecided as 
to their 
genuineness, 
and 
only after the 
notes had been soaked in liot water, 
when the two pieces forming the 
front and back of the note came 
apart, were they convinced of the 
fraud. 
F o llo w in g is a description of the 
note, as furnished by the secret ser­ 
vice : 
T h e note is of the series of 
1 8 9 1, 
check letter D, face-plate i ; 
Tillman, register; 
Morgan, treas­ 
urer; portrait, James Monroe. 
A ll 
numbers so far seen begin 
with 
345. 
T h e most marked differences 
between this note and the genuine 
are found in the seal and the num­ 
bering, 
the former being a shade 
lighter than in the genuine and the 
latter slightly different in 
forma­ 
tion. 
Especially is this true of the 
3 and 4. 
In the figure 3 the lower 
loop does not extend up as far to­ 
ward the center as in the genuine, 
and in the figure 4 
the space be­ 
tween 
the 
base 
and the 
center 
cross-line is narrower than in the 
genuine. 
One 
of 
the 
principal 
points of difference, 
however, 
is 
that the new counterfeit is 1-16 of 
an inch or less shorter than the 
genuine. 
T h e chief engraver at the bureau 
of 
engraving and 
printing 
pro­ 
nounced 
the 
counterfeit 
a 
very 
dangerous production. 
It was en­ 
graved on steel and printed on two 
pieces of 
paper 
pasted 
together 
after colored silk 
fiber 
had been 
distributed 
between 
them. 
T h e 
work, he said, was that of a very 
careful and excellent engraver,and, 
while tliere was no appreciable dif­ 
ference between the genuide and 
counterfeit note to the casual ob­ 
server, under a glass many slight 
differences were discerned. 
This, 
however, was extremely difficult of 
description. 
In view of the dangerous charac­ 
ter of the 
counterfeit, 
Secretary 
G a g e decided to stop issuing and 
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to call in all $100 silver certificates, | 
of which there are about $ 2 6 ,cxk),- 
000 outstanding. 
These 
will be 
exchanged for silver certificates of 
smaller 
denominations, 
and 
the 
plates destroyed. 
A s soon as new 
plates can he engraved a new series 
will he issued. 
Assistant treasurers at all of the 
sub-treasury cities will be requested 
to send to the treasury in W ashin g­ 
ton all $i(x> silver 
certificates in 
their possession, and to request all 
banks, trust companies and other 
moneyed 
institutions 
to 
do 
the 
same. 
Secretary (Uige desired the state­ 
ment made that in his judgment it 
was unsafe for 
business 
men 
or 
others to accept 
silver certificates 
of tliis denomination, and in case 
any were now on hand they should 
be sent to tlie banks 
for transmis­ 
sion to W'ashington.

A FRANCHISE TO SELL. 


O rd in an ce In trod u ced to Offer a T ele­ 
p h on e F ra n ch ise to th e Higfh- 
e st B id d er—O ther B u sin ess. 


The following members 
were 
present when Mayor Hastain called 
the council to order last evening : 
Mesrrs. Babcock, Dean, Ethridge, 
Ilgenfritz, Martin, Olmsted, Reil- 
ley and Rickman. 
The minutes were read and ap­ 
proved. 
J . C. Van Riper, of the People’s 
bank, spoke in opposition to grant­ 
ing a franchise fora new telephone 
company, asking that action be de­ 
ferred for at least two weeks. 
An ordinance authorizing the 
city clerk to advertise for sealed 
bids for a franchise providing for 
the construction of a telephone ex­ 
change in the city of Sedalia, Mo., 
was read, and, on motion of Mr. 
Rickman, was referred to the com­ 
mittee on printing and ordinances 
and the city counselor. 
W . B. Lyons, superintendent of 
the M., K. & T., addressed the 
council concerning the opening of 
some streets in the new Katy shops 
addition, offering a 6o-foot strip 
for street purposes parallel to the 
tracks of the company at Twenty- 
first street. 
On motion of Mr. Dean, the 
proposition was accepted. 
Mayor Hastain announced that 
he had vetoed the ordinances open­ 
ing and extending Third street, 
Second 
street, 
BotJ iwell 
ave­ 
nue 
and 
Park 
avenue. 
His 
reason 
for 
vetoing 
the

street ordinance was that it took 
all its width 
from 
Association 
park. 
For vetokig the others, he

Mr. Ilgenfritz took issue with 
Mayor Hastain, and addressed the 
council in support of the measures, 
g iving some history of the action 
of the council in passing the or­ 
dinances. 
A t this point Mayor Hastain re­ 
tired, Mr. Ilgenfritz assuming the 
chair. 
J . H. Bothwell was permitted to 
address the council concerning the 
mayor’s veto message.
